■ v projected attack. Source stated, however, that there is. one thing that is 

needed from the United States Government and that is implie d moral support 
mast be given to TBJILLQ, Source stated that his group does- not believe 
that THJJTLLO will aid them if he does not xeceiare same encouragement from 
the United States, He said, "of course, it is understood by all that the 
United States cannot show any outward sign of interf erring in Guatemalan 
affairs," THIJIHO will be approached on the above request about the end 
of September or the first of October by a messenger from the Honduran ex- 
President Tubercle CAHEAS Andino, The messenger may be one Zunigd^JURGN, 

6, CARIAS has, according to Source, promised that he would use hia influence 

to obtain air p la ne s. Source revealed that MARROQDIN ROJAS was once secretary 
to CARIAS, , 

7, Source stated that there are about five hundred South American Communists, 
revolutionaries, Caribbean Leglonaires, etc, located in and around Poctun 

in the State of Peten, On or about lU August Source heard that in this grou p 
there were about 1*J0 Spaniards from Venezuela, He reported that fifty of 
these Spa niar ds left Poctun for Livingston a few weeks before the abortive 
attempt against Colonel BATISTA of Cuba and have not yet returned to Poctun, 
Source said that it was believed that these fifty Spaniards were to take 
part In the revolt against BATISTA, 

8* Source e mph a size d the report he had previously given to the effect that Mrs, 
AEBEHZ was receiving instructions from International Coamunists, The source 
of his information is a It, ClementiiK^CASTILlO, Officer— in— charge of the 
Infantry Garrison that guards the Presidential House, 
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CASTILLO Is reported to have shown Source the arms cache in the uhderv 
ground passageway which connects the Presidential Garage to the Presi- 
dential House, across the street, and to the National Palace* Source 
stated that about the first of July he saw about ffo-60 Czechoslovakians , 
several hundred thousand rounds of l£>, *>0, and 7 am caliber machine gun 
bullets, hand grenades, tear and smoke bombs in the the passageway* Source 
also stated that while the underground passageway connecting the garage with 
the Presiden t ial House and the national Palace is well known, it is sot well 
known that the passageway extends past the garage into a house umbered eith- 
er lU or 16 on 8th Avenue* 



ID* Source stated that MARRGQUIH BDJAS had in his pay one RocaKpCLUTOHSS who was 
Chief of the Secret Police, while a student (presumably at the NaticaMg. Uni- 
versity) • Through CGLIHDI25S it was learned that Major Jose AlbertdC^HDfiANO, 
Chief of the Salvadoran Detectives, was in the pay of the Guatemalan. Govern- 
ment. MEDRANO is believed to have reported directly to ASBENZ* Source re- 
ported that a few months ago COLINDEES was dismissed from bin job and that 
shortly afterwards he cosaaitted suicide* Source stated, however, that there 
was some doubt about his death being the result of his own hand* 


11* Also through CGLINDHES it was learned that General Leonidas v PINEDA, Minister 
of Defense of Honduras was being paid three thousand dollars a month by the 
Guatemalan Government. Source stated that PINEDA keeps only $800*00 a month 
for himself, the re m a in d e r going to other paid agents of the Guat emalan Govern- 
ment* 


12*. Source stated that when he saw President 0S0BX0 concerning the request for help 
in overthrowing the Guatemalan Government, he would tell the President about 
the activities of his Chief of Detectives, MEDRANO. He said that he want- 
ed to warn the President about the dangers of the University Student group who 
are presently attacking the Government on its treatment of Communist students. 
Source stated that the National University of El Salvador has a large Communist 
cell which is taking orders from Guatemala*
